Tipler -was burned Saturday when 


an unexpected wind of near gale in- 
tensity lashed the flames 
into the

homes, the 
Northwestern station, 


the Tipler Lumber mill, the Merle 
Qulmby general store, 20 box cars, 
25 flat cars, 
pulpwood and cedar 


poles valued at C40.000 burned. 


No Deaths In Village 


There -was no loss of life. .William 


Benter, former vfHage clerk, report- 
ed missing in the fire, -was discover- 
ed safe after a narrow escape, -with 
his wife, from their blazing home. 


Scenes reminiscent oC war were 


enacted at Tipler. Women 
hastily 


gathered belongings and threw them 
into sacks and bags. There 
were 


frenzied cries as members of families 
could not be located, the cries of fear 
turned to joy when It was found the 
others had been taken ahead- safe- 
ly. 


Iron River, Mich., and other towns 


rear Tipler took on aspects of a 
refugee camp. In Iron River the 
city gave out food and lodging in the 
city hall, homes and hotels.

Thomas Lovdahl, 60, New London,

State Directors Meet With 


Secretary.. to . Complete 
Their Program 


Washliieton—(XP)—Secretary -Doak 


ftday-outlined to the newly appoint- 
ed1 executive 'persbrfnel' of the fed- 
eral employment-service policies and 
plans of the labor.department in Its 
effort to pro.vide more, completely.for 
the job-finding work of the country. 


Forty state directors and the ad- 


ministrative force -under- John R. 
Alpine of New .York, a.labor expert, 
gathered here to study .the situation 
and lay plans for locating jobs for 
men capable of liaridling them. 


The last session of congress pro- 


vided $500.000 for this work during 
the coming year, an .increase, of jnorc 
than $100,000. 
This made it pos- 


sible for the secretary to extend the 
service into every state and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 
Doak said the reorganization was 
designed to take care of anything 
that might arise in the future. 


One 'of the troubles 
that has 


plagued the employment service in 
the past has been frequent Inability 
to care for Interstate employment 
situations. 
The 
old organization 


functioned largely within each state 
where it had cooperativj arrange-' 
mcnts with state services. The new 
will cooperate in every possible way 
with state agencies but also will be 
able to care for interstate r.ceds.

FIGHT JUNGLE PESTS 
WITH GIANT ANTS 


System Helps to Minimize 


Misery of Human Life in 
That Country 


Bogota, Colombia — OP>— In the 


southern jungle fastness of Colom 
bla -giant ants are pitted- against 
insect pests so the misery to human 
life :s minimized. 


Dr. Cesar Uribe, a former asso- 


ciate professor at Harvard medical 
school, has returned from an expe- 
dition into the Caqueta, Colombia's 
souther*" jungle, with a tale of how 
natives 
protect themselves 
from 


household insects. 


The region is not only infested 


with "poison arrow Indians," but, 
what is more bothersome to white 
"chinche." The chlnche is an over- 
grown bedbug which does its best 
to make human life miserable. 


Every well regulated home in the 


Caqueta maintains a colony of an- 
other Insect called the "chinchera," 
which is a deadly enemy of the 
chlnche. The chinchera is an ant 
about the size of a bumble bee, but 
not poisonous to man. 


Chincheras are c a p t u r e d in 


gourds, to which they are attracted 
by honey. After their entrance the 
gourd- is corked up, and the chin- 
cheras are released in the houses 
to eliminate the chinches, Which 
they accomplish promptly. 


The 
expedition 
brought 
back 


specimens of chlncheras 
together 


with 500 other insect and animal 
specimens. They will be used as 
a nucleus for a national Colombian 
Museum of Natural History. 


Other Items In the collection In- 


clude stone Idols, hundreds of years 
old, paddles and other Indian imple- 
ments 
carved and painted 
with 


religious symbols so old that the 
modern Indians do not know their 
meanings. The party included- 12 
scientists and spent two months in 
the jungle.

Wanamaker transferred to- his chil- 
dren prior to his death was not sub- 
ject to the federal inheritance tax. 


Wanamaker died in Philadelphia 


on Dec. 12, 1922, and his executor 
made a return on an estate of $1,- 
740.570. It developed that he had 
transferred In 1920 property amount- 
ing to $36,790,376 to his son, Rod- 
man Wanamaker, and two daugh- 
ters, Mary B. Warburton and Eliza- 
beth E. MacLeod. 


The property transferred 
repre- 


sented 95 per cent of Wanamaker's 
estate. The government claimed he 
gave it to his children, knowing 
that he did not have long to live 
and with the federal inheritance tax 
in mind.

Shall the legislature of 'Wisconsin 


" adopt a standard form for automobile 
' liability and property damage policies, 
1 that is shall it provide the policy that 


insurance companies may write in 
Wisconsin and. limit them solely to 


• that policy? That is the question pre- 


sented by Bill 735-A introduced by Mr. 
Malchow. 


We venture the opinion that no one 


can familiarize himself with the vari- 
ous forms of insurance and the history 


' of the relations of some companies to 


the people, without emphatically com- 
ing to the conclusion that a standard 


, form of policy is the only advisable 


course. 


It is now about fifty years since the 


• campaign was started to compel a 


• standard insurance policy in relation 
. to fires. Before such a policy was re- 


quired by law insurance companies of- 
fered their own terms and conditions 
with the result that few were alike, 
the better''grade companies offering 


, in general fair policies, other compan- 
ies unfair policies, the people accepting 
usually without examination or tinder- 
standing of what they were getting. 


In case of fire confusion became the 


lot of the property owner. Though he 
purchased the insurance to' have a 


• friend in time of need he more often 


found a lawsuit or was required to ac- 
cept terms of settlement, considered 


_ 'grossly unfair," 


The standard: fire insurance policy 


in Wisconsin ha§;done.a\vay with the 
situation. 


.There is a particular reason why in- 


surance policies require at all times 
careful editing and supervision by the 
state. As insurance policy is a con- 


. tract. It is a written agreement. But 
, unlike most contracts it is not entered 
• into with the care and caution that 


men exercise even in making an agree- 
ment with a neighbor. 


In fact insurance is a commodity 


and is bought and sold much the same 
as groceries or clothing. Not one in- 
sured person out of a hundred reads. 
the terms and conditions of the policy. 
' He looks at the amount, premium, the 
coverage and the kind of a policy and 
that ends it In case of a liability aris- 
ing under the policy, or thought to 
arise, the insured often finds that he 
has not received what he expected, al- 
though the fault may be as much his 
as the company's. 


Automobile insurance is now a ne- 


cessity. Careless indeed is the person 
who will drive a car about without a 
liability policy. 


This new situation is measured in 


millions of dollars paid in premiums 
and a commensurate risk assumed by 
the companies.

REBELLION IN IOWA 


The Cedar county,- Iowa farmers 


who were fighting the state in its at- 
tempt to enforce the bovine tubercu- 
lar test law were taking a stand 
which could not be approved for two 
reasons, first, because it is the law and 
to resist its enforcement by threats of 
force and reprisal constitutes open re-s 
bellion against the authority of the 
state, and second, because they were 
opposing a law which has the endorse- 
ment not only of the dairy industry it- 
self, but also of all constituted health 
authorities wherever dairy products 
are distributed in reasonably large cen- 
ters of population. 


That these farmers should oppose 


principle and intent of this law is due 
no doubt to their fear that tubercular 
infection will be found in their herds 
which -would result in the forced de- 
struction of all cattle so infected. Rea- 
sonable compensation is provided in 
case it is necessary to destroy such an- 
imals, but in the case of '^registered 
stock it is usually true that the com- 
pensation provided will not equal the 
investment. 


The milk distributed must come 


from cows free of tubercular-infection. 
Clearly the fact has been demonstrated 
that tuberculosis is passed by using 
milk from a tubercular cow. 


Once the farmer's heard has been 


purged of infection, any further in- 
roads by the disease can be prevented' 
by using reasonable care in the pur- 
chase of additional stock and the in- 
sistence that any animals so pur- 
chased shall carry with them duly au- 
thorized certificates that they have 
favorably passed the required test. 


Modern methods cannot counten- 


ance any opposition to a tuberculin 
test law which experience shows is nec- 
essary for the protection of the public.

effective 
embargo 


against the distribution of products 
from that particular source must be 
rigidly enforced. 


In arousing these farmers to a threat 


of force in resisting the law the 
chances are great that their leadership 
lay in the hands of some man with 
less than average education and in- 
formation concerning their own needs 
and obligations.

REGULATING FARM PRODUCTION 


American fanners are not alone in their com- 


plaint of hard times. The fanners of Europe 
worry about surplus crops and low prices and 
fondly hope for governmental relief, quite as'In 
this country. 


Indicating the progress of European agricul- 


ture is making toward international co-operation, 
is tho call for a "Congress" to be attended by 93 
national agricultural associations from 27 coun- 
tries to meet at Prague. Czechoslovakia, June 6 
to 8. The general theme of this conference will 
be methods of organizing agricultural production 
in different countries so as to equalize the sup- 
ply with the demand for farm products. 


It is interestinjr to note that the president of 


the committee on organization has asked the 
United States Department of Agriculture to call 
the attention ot agricultural scientists and leaders 
In this country to the importance of this Con- 
gress. And the Department has acquiesced to the 
extent of requesting American agriculturists who 
may be traveling In Europe at the time to In- 
clude Prague In their itineraries. 


Doubtless any American agriculturist? who 


happen to be touring Europo the fore part of 
June would be able to agree on plans for cur- 
tailing agricultural production. The trouble wilt 
be that a lot of fanners, who don't get to Europe 
often, will be home planting corn on a acreage 
largo enough to raise another billion bushels, if 
the season ic even fair. 


The average industrious fanner perhaps may 


subscribe to the theory of regulating farm pro- 
duction by agreement, but ho makes a mental 
reservation by another theory that If he doesn't 
raise crops he will have no Income. And the 
logic of that seasoning is hard to argue against.

STAND UP AND CHEER 


One day last week we tried ear- 


nestly to tell you what to do when 
caught In a draft, .but we got into 
a little argument about ventilation 
and drafts and. the available tests 
for determining the authenticity or 
genuineness of alleged bell rang and 
the day was over, with nothing but 
a lot of egotism and invective to 
show for It. Now today, by gravy, 
I'm going to make certain what 
everybody shall know precisely what 
to do whenever he detects or even 
suspects a draft coming at him. 
and the best way I know to make 
certain of getting a message over to 
the casual reader is to print it in 
the headlined, so there's your cue, 
folks, right up above. 
Makes no 


difference whether you happen to 
be at the theater, in the office, at 
church or at home; whenever you 
feel a^ draft approaching, take my 
advice-^-stand up and give 
three 


cheers. Or, If you prefer, rise and 
exclaim "Here's to Good Health!" 


Honestly I mean this. If the 


draft is not disagreeable to you it 
Is really healthful. Of course If It 
is physically (not just mentally an- 
noying or uncomfortable, you're a 
plump Idiot to endure it If you can 
conveniently avoid it; the simplest 
way to avoid any real discomfort 
from a draft is to put on more 
clothes, covers or beat; or else move 
out of it. Even it you'ro1 caught 
there and compelled for a time to 
endure it, don't worry. As long as 
you escape frostbite or chilblains 
there is absolutely nothing danger- 
ous about your plight. 


If you are not too old and "sot" 


In your views you ought to be able 
to derive some little satisfaction from 
the thought that, if the draft is a 
current of air blowing in from out- 
doors, it probably conveys tho ultra- 
violet influence to your body. The 
ultraviolet Influence of sunlight, 
which produces tanning of the skin, 
Is conductive and essential to the 
development of natural 
immunity 


against respiratory infections. That 
much we know. That is why chil- 
dren with tuberculosis are given 
sun baths and just diffuse daylight 
air baths in the winter time and in 
the coldest weather. 
I believe, 


though I cannot say as an estab- 
lished scientific fact, that this health 
ful ultrvlolet influence, whatever it 
may be, Is carried in "fresh" air, 
air which has been subjected to the 
light of the sun, direct or just dif- 
fuse daylight. 


It seems to me, and I may be 
stark mad—people who really are 
insane rarely recognize their own Ir- 
rationality, whereas people who fear 
they're going insane rarely do so— 
I may be a perfect nut about.this 
and other health questions, but in 
my cheerful lunary It is not at all 
difficult to be Indifferent or posi- 
tively glad when one is caught in a 
draft, if one is convinced there is 
nothing dangerous in 
moderately 


moving air and especially when one 
cherishes this silly notion that the 
impingement of the air molecules 
upon one's carcass helps to develop 
one's immunity against 
whatever 


respiratory Infections one's neigh- 
bors 
may 
be 
distributing 
at 


the 
moment. At 
the 
forefront 


of the mob stampeding to es- 
cape the draft are sure to be the 
scoundrels who purport to "take 
cold easily" or to have a "slight 
cold" already. Sit tight, you lucky 
stiff. 
What better isolation could 


you desire?

The department of 
state argues, however, that all pro- 
tection has not been withdrawn but 
simply the use of armed forces In 
the Interior of Nicargua and that 
protection continues to be given at 
sea coast towns where American 
naval vessels can afford refuge and 
even use their guns and land ma- 
rines and blue jackets in emergen- 
cies. 


Foreign governments will not be 


criticized if they send their own na- 
val vessels to assist In taking off 
refugees though to be sure an at- 
tack on a Nicaraguan port or land- 
ing of the marines of any\power ex- 
cept the United States would not be 
viewed as friendly. 


May Force Change 


If the present disturbance In Nic- 


aragua should lead to the killing of 
more Americans and foreigners, the 
department of state might have to 
change Its policy again, but this 
would be In response to an aroused 
American public opinion. In recent 
years less and less interest has been 
taken by the American press in the 
murder of American citizens who 
live abroad. Overt acts, however, 
have a way of inflaming the "public 
overnight 
The American govern- 


ment'Is lending material and moral 
support to the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment In the hope It can deal with the 
insurgent forces at inland 
points. 


The guerilla warfare which has been 
couduqted against 
the • American 


marines has grown more and more 
difficult to handle, as the Nicara- 
guan authorities themselves 
have 


been in an unpopular -position be- 
cause of the presence 
of 
foreign 


fcrces on Nicaraguan soil. 


The elimination of American ma- 


rines •will limit the combat to the 
Nicaraguan government and the in- 
surgents. The Nicaraguan National 
guard is being instructed by Ameri- 
can marine. of fleers and ultimately 
the national guard may become a 
standing army. The United States 
has had some success in training 
local constabularies to preserve "or- 
der Cuba 
and Haiti. 
It has 


been found much easier to strength- 
en the existing administration by in- 
direct means than by taking 
the 


field against Insurgents. 


While the new policy of the Am- 


erican - government 
is satisfactory 


to many members of congress, par- 
ticularly the Progressives, it is going 
to be criticized by Americans living 
abroad as a sign of diminished ef- 
fectiveness of the American passport 
In foreign countries. To offset any 
such idea it will be necessary for 
the • American naval forces to be 
concentrated near port cities and 
towns on both coasts of Nicaragua 
so that help can be extended prompt- 
ly-

The small fry are supposed to do 


well if they follow this good buying 
or this good selling. No assumption 
could be _ more dangerous. 
Some- 


times when a small investor is ask- 
ed to buy a stock he is' shown the 
list of directors containing names of 
prominence, representative of great 
wealth. This Is supposed 
to be a 


sure indication of safety.' It is noth- 
ing of the kind. As a matter of fact 
the bi£ fellows make as many mis- 
takes as the small ones do. They 
lose more money. The only differ- 
ence is that when a rich -man loses 
money it is not a disaster. 


In support of this thesis may be 


evidenced the portfolios of the In- 
vestment trusts which were organiz- 
ed with so much assurance back in 
the now almost forgotten days of 
the bull market. These investment 
trusts as well as certain financial or- 
ganizations, normally large buyers of 


common stocks, loaded, up with 
equities not perhaps at the highest 
prices but at 
levels which 
look 


absurdly high 
now-a-days. Some- 


"times they sold out at a loss an* 
sometimes they held on at a larger 
loss but-one as yet not accepted. 


These trusts were understood to 


have and did have the benefit oC 
the best advice that the 
financial 


world could offer. There is only one 
of 'two "conclusions possible, either 
that they did not act on the advice 
given, o'r that-the advic* was bad. 
Of course it will all work 
out 


eventually. The- stronger of these 
organizations have large resources 
and can afford to hold- on until the 
return of normal times in business 
and In'the security markets. 


The point is that the small capi- 


talist who took his cue from what he 
could learn, about the commitments 
of the large capitalist made a mis- 
take more serious to him than were 
tho errors of these more important 
people. There Is only one yardstick 
to use In measuring the value of 
securities and that is merit.

ALL IDLE LANDS 


Land Tax Is Only Method 


for Northern Counties to 
Raise Funds 


Madison ~ (/P) — Although the 


movement is away from heavy gen- 
eral property taxes, the main source 
of'Income for northern counties Is 
that tax, according to Prof. George 
S. Wehrein, of the' University of 
Wisconsin college of 
agriculture, 


who advocates effective utilization 
of land to give an adequate tax base. 


He says studies have shown that 


in northern "Wisconsin, more than' 
85 per cent of the county revenue 
comes from general property .taxes, 
and 'as a result? a "balanced use of 
land—farms, forests and recreation 
—will mean taxable wealth 
and 


therefore an adequate tax -base." 


Three classes .of land form the 


"effective" tax base lor 
northern 


counties, 
Professor 
Wehrein ex- 


plains. They are farms, merchant- 
able timber, and recreation and from 
these the large bulk of tax money 
comes. To Illustrate his point, he 
says: 
'"In Oneida county the land used 


for recreation or which la assessed 
or being held for this purpose rep- 
resents only 8} per cent of the area 
of the,county but pays 37 per cent 
of the taxes levied in'the- towns,'ex- 
clusive of Rhinelander. Agricultural 
land occupies about the same. area 
and pays 20 per cent of the taxes. 
In other words 17 per cent of the 


land pays 67 per cent of the taxes 
of the towns, whereas the unused 
land pays 43 per cent. 


"The used land bears'the burden 


in three ways. Krs>t. It Is the more 
valuable property and Is assessed 
more per acre: second. It Is highly 
Improved, which adds to the tax 
base, and third, it pays Its taxes, 
whereas the unused land la delin- 
quent to a far greater extent.'' 


Timber is an Important part' of 


the tax base, the professor main- 
tains, saying that although many 
places cannot 
be converted 
into 


farms, forests are a logical utiliza- 
tion which will help restore the van- 
ishing tax base. 
Even if entered 


under the forest crop law, 
under 


which taxea are normal during the 
;>eriod of growth, the matured forest 
will be an Important taxable prop- 
erty. 


"While recreational lands are an 


important part of the tax base, 


Prof. •Wchreln said the 
future II 


uncertain. Should the demand tot 
frontage drop •suddenly.'there would 
be the danger of delinquency.
